EX-SEN AT0B HOWE AND THE THIRD 
TERM. 


Ex-Senator T. CL Howe, of this Slate, 
has contributed an article to the February 
number of the North American Review, 
on “The Third Terra,” which contains 
quite a number of bUtorical facts ot much 
interest, and which the leading spirits of 
the Democratic party might read with 
profit. 
The text for the article is a reso­ 
lution presented by Mr. Springer, of Illi­ 
nois, and adopted by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives on the 15th day of December* 
1875,. which] in substance reads “that in the 
opinion ot 
ibis 
House the 
precedent 
established by Washington 
and 
other 
Presidents in retiring from tho Presiden­ 


tial office after their stcond term, ha9 be­ 
come a part of our republican system of 
government, and that any departure from 
this time-honored custom would be unwise, 
unpatriotic, and fraught with peril to our 
tree institutions.” 
The rules were sus­ 
pended and the resolution adopted on the 
day it was presented, and 233 votes were 
cast for it and only IS against it. Mr. Howe 
declares the resolution accomplished the 
purpose for which it was presented, and it 
defeated 
the renomiuatiou of General 
Graut in 1876., 
The purpose of Mr. Howe’s article, as 
stated by himself, is to show that lo the 
Springer resolution are comprised a grave 
impeachment of the Federal Constitution, 
a gross libel upon its framers, a base coun­ 
terfeit of our political history, and a wan­ 
ton insult to our common sense. 
He says 
the Constitution clearly permits what the 
resolution so forcibly condemns. 
The 
fundamental law puts no limit to the num­ 
ber of terms tor which the people may 
elect the same man to the Presidency, and 
to 
affirm 
that 
it 
i9 
“unwise,” 
unpatriotic.” and “perilous to our free in­ 
stitutions,” to elect the same man three 
times, is simply to impeach the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. 
Mr. Howe says 
that kno one idea was so prominent or 
so 
universal 
in 
the 
Constitu­ 
tional Convention, as that the Presidents 
must be re-diyible. 
Whatever might be the 
length of tho term, there should be no 
limitation upon the number of terms. Mr 
Howe then gives a brief history of the dis­ 
cussion in the Constitutional Convention 
of that idea—the re-eligibility of Presiders, 
showing that all the brightest minds in that 
body were strongly in favor of unlimited 
terms. 
Mr Gouverneur Morris, a man of 
rare genius, one of the ripest scholars in 
the Convention, and to whom we are in­ 
debted for the polished style of the Con­ 
stitution, said,“to-forbid re-elections, is to 
destroy the great motive to good behavior 
—the hope of being rewarded „ by a re­ 
appointment.” It is also shown that the 
only two men in the Con vet lion who op 
posed the re-election of Presidents were 
Melancthan 
Smith, of 
New York, and 
George Mason, of Virginia, and they tried 
openly to defeat the Constitution, because 
they were avowed enimiea of that instru­ 
ment. The men who made the Constitu­ 
tion were the men who were opposed lo 
placing any limit to the number of terms a 
President should serve. 
Mr. Howe says the Springer resolution 
refers to the precedent established by 
Washington 
and other Presidents, and 
then declares that precedent to have be­ 
come a part of our republican system. 
But why should the two term precedent 
become a part of our govermeotal system 
more than the one term precedent ? 
And 
it is difficult to see how General Washing­ 
ton’s refusal, in the latter part of the Rat 
century, to serve a third term, shoul I de­ 
bar the people, in the latter part of this 
century orjbe next, from choosing a man a 
third time who .will serve. 
Washington 
wanted to retire alter I he end of his first 
term, and repeated his determination to 
do so. 
His reasons were 
personal not 
patriotic. 
He more desired to attend to 
his personal affairs, which were needing 
his attention, than to the affairs oi the na­ 
tion. 
His personal wishes were overruled, 
and he was elected a second time, and yet 
in those days there were just as many men 
crying “ Cteiarism” when 
Washington 
consented to serve a second term, a9 there 
were when some wanted General Grant to 
Uke a third nomination. 
The Democrats takes pride in pointing to 
Thomas Jefferson as the father of pure 
Democracy in this country. 
He was serv­ 
ing hts last term, when his friends wanted 
him to consent to take a third nomination. 
But there was considerable opposition to 
Jefferson for the third term—personal 
opposition, and when he discovered that it 
was impossible for him to be elected a 
third time, he declined. 
The Legislatures 
of Vermont, Georgia, 
Rhode 
lslaud, 
New 
York, Pennsylvania, 
ani 
New 
Jersey, joined 
in 
the invitation 
for 
Jefferson to become a candidate for a third 
term. The States which had espoused 
the Jefferson “boom” cast s!xty-two elec­ 
toral votes, but not enough to secure bis 
nomination, and therefore he declined. 
Since the retirement Jefferson there has 
been no attempt to nominate a President 
to a third term. 
Jackson was urged by 
many to run a third time, but he could not 
see his way clear, and he declined. 
Mr. Howe concludes by saying that “it 
Is even more irrational to conclude tnat 
one 
who 
has 
tor 
eight 
years 
scrupulously 
guarded 
the 
solemn 
trust reposed in an American President, is 
for that reason to be more disturbed than 
a new man ;** and that “the Honorable Mr. 
Springer teaches us that he who has been 
faithful over all things for eight yearsj 
should be trusted with nothing thereafter. 
The world will make a mistake if it shall 
turn from Jesus of Nazareth to follow
